It has been called st the request 
ot African countries to discuss 
tho Namibian problem. 

The question about convening 
the session was raised alter 
South Africa, supported by 
Western powers, had obstructed 
to Namibia’s Independence. Tho 
UN Security Council resolution 
proposing a plan for Internation- 
ally controlled free elections hi 


Namibia remained unfulfilled. 

Aftor the opening of the ses- 
sion, the meeting was adjourned, 
following the proposal ol (he 
Chairman of the group of Af- 
rican countries at the United 
Nations, Mohammad Bedjnoul 
(Algeria), lo enable the Creden- 
tials Committee of the Assembly 
to check tbe credentials of the 
delegations African delegations 
intend lo press for barring the 
racist apartheid regime from 
taking part in the work of the 
General Assembly.

INDIA DENIES 
ENTRY VISA TO GRIFFIN 


Delhi. The Indian government 
has 1. .Id the US State Depart- 
ment Lhat it does not agree to 
the appointment of George 
Grillin ns political adviser at 
the American Embassy in Delhi. 
An ol tidal spokesman for the 
Indian government has told 
journalists lhat the decision was 
taken alter a thorough study of 
G. Griffin’s activities when he 
had held different diplomatic 
posts In India and sonic coun- 
tries In South Asia. 

The PTI news agency points 
out that G Griffin Is a CIA of- 
ficer who worked under the 
cover of American embassies In 
Pakistan and Afghanistan. 


He had guided subversive 
operations against the DenYnc- 
rntlc Republic of Afghanistan by 
organizing training at the 
saboteurs' camps in Pakistan 
and by consequently sending 
terrorist groups across the 
border Into Afghanistan. 

Washington's decision to post 
this hardened spy In Delhi has 
produced protests among the 
Indian public. Deputies ot the 
Indian Parliament have called 
on the government t 0 deny him 
entry visa. Many see the ap- 
pointment of Griffin In Delhi as 
evidence of CIA's plans lo 
spread the sphere of Its ter- 
rorist operations to India.

WHERE DOES 
THE FEAR COME FROM? 



"Europe U eicoislvely filled 
with fear." said Helmut Schmidt, 
Ine FRG Chancellor, a few days 
•9° commenting on the tear 
emong West Europeans, who 
ara caught between I he grow- 
ing belligerency of American 
foreign policy and the Increas- 
ing anil-war profosf movement 
•no Wei! German Chancelloi 
hkes neither this fear, nor fha 
anti-war movement which l« go- 
fna to make one hell ol din fl 
plan* for the deployment of now 
American missiles In Weslern 
Europe are not scrapped. 

Nevertheless, Helmut Schmidt 
“ fully aware of where this fear 
Mmol Irom. What is mere, he 
w reported to have explained Its 
sources Jo the Americans whan 
he attempted io gel them jo 
resume negotiations with the 
Sovlel Union on armamanls 
control. Among other things. 
Scheiltfi pointed out to the 
Americans that the Federal Ra- 


public has only ona-ianth ol fhe 
territory ol fha Stales, with ten 
limes the density of its popula- 
tion. If we taka Into account fha 
fact that the FRG lies In (he 
hoarl of Europe, and Is already 
packed full of American nuclear 
weapons, we shall undorsland 
only loo el early whore the feat 
and (he anlf-war movement 
original a. 

fha Chancellor neglects to 
explain such fads 1 fo his own 
population. Nevertheless, like all 
Wesf Europeans, fha West Gar- 
mons are In no need of such ex- 
planallons. They are fully eon- 
versanl with their geographical 
loro lion, wHh |usl how popu- 
lated theli pari ol the continent 
is, and with what serf of dlsbsler 
Is In store lor them In case of a 
thermo-nuclear conflict. 

They remember some other 
'tiling* too. Fifty million people 
perished fn World War If, end 


three- quarters of fhese losses 
weio borne by the European* 
whereas Hie Americans lost less 
than one per eonf, even less 
Ihan half a per cent of this total. 
Europe lay In ruins while the 
Americans ware busy counHng 
Ihelr material acquisitions and 
slaking a claim for world domi- 
nation.

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GOLDEN ROSES FROM 
THE NIKITSKY 
BOTANICAL GARDENS 

The delicately-shaped flower, with petals which seem to be 
made ol Ibin gold plate, has a rare beauty. It Is a now type 
of rose which Soviet selectionist Vera Klimenko, who grew It 
has named after Glannt Rodurf, the Italian children's writer. 
The rose commemorates her meeting with Itodarl who visited 
Ihe Gardens. 

Tho alleys, copses and fields of the Nlkllsky Botanical 
Gardens, not far from Yalta In Ibo Crimea, descend In soft 
green waves to the sea. The surrounding mountains provldo 
reliable protection from cold winds. 

150 years ago a small garden was laid out on this spot. To- 
day It lias doveloped Into a major scientific nnd research 
establishment where 2B thousand different varieties of plants 
grow and bear fruit. They were brought hero from all corners 
ol the csrth. In the Gardens one can see a grove of coik trees 
planted In 1824, blossoming yuccas from Ccutral America, blue 
deodar cedars, sequoias from California, and a collection ol 
different varieties ol olive trees. 

The Museum of Natural History In Paris, University of San 
Fransdsco, the Botanical Gardens of Austria, Britain, Poland, 
Romania, Cuba, Switzerland, Algeria, and many other places 
all have links with tlio Gardens at Yalta, from which hundreds 
of parcels containing seeds, seedlings and even grown plonls 
are despatched. Somo of these parcels contain the new breed

FIRST AID 
FOR ANCIENT 
MONUMENTS 

An ancient monument is In 
dangcrl Tills alarm signal has 
coma from the village of Nora- 
duz.'on tho shores of Lake 
Sevan, in Armenia. Spring floods 
had washed away tho foundation 
and threatened to destroy a mas- 
terpiece of ancient architecture, 
tho Khachkar (cross stone], dat- 
ing back to the 13lh century. 
Within about an hour team of 
experts-reslorers and bulldurs 
had at rived on the site. 

The provision of "first aid 1 ' to 
architectural monuments to or- 
ganized by Ibo Aimenlan. Depart- 
ment for tho Protection and Use 
of Historical and Cultural Monu- 
ments. Department staff consist 
of experienced restorers, artists, 
masons, and other specialists. 

Today there ore more then 
4,000 monuments ot national ar- 
chitecture In Armenia, which lias 
been called an open-air museum. 
Some have already been restored, 
olhers are In Iho process of res- 
toration. In order to prevent 
destruction, much of which stems 
from mountains, experts hurry to 
tho scone ol danger. 

CLEAN AIR 
FOR MOSCOW 

Staff members of tho InMIluta 
of Applied Geophysics work in 
a flying laboratory fitted out 
with electronic equipment, re- 
corders, gas counters and other 
Instruments. They fly above our 
capital in search of "iliity" air 
and the sources of pollution. 

Wo e:e out to specify lhe 
cross-sccllon of Moscow's air 
basin, says Vladimir Chlikov, 
head of the expedition. Our aim 
is to locate those layers of It 
which are contaminated with 
sulphurous gas, nitrogen oxide, 


and sulphates. Our Instruments 
help us to measure the concen- 
tration of pollutants In the atmo- 
sphere at various altitudes and 
to make a qualitative assessment 
of tho discharges from individual 
enter pi iscs. Such measurements 
and okservo lions are conducted 
Iho whole year tound. 

The complex experiment being 
carried on in the skies above 
Moscow is Ihe first ol Its kind. 
It will lake two years and will 
Involve tho services ol scientists, 
motor transport stall, civil avla- 
ilmi and the hydrometeorologi- 
cal service. The actions of the 
various bodies wilt be coordi- 
nated by tlio USSR Slate Com- 
mittee) for Hydrometeorology 
and Environmental Control The 
main atm of tho experiment Is 
to work out recommendations 
to reduce discharges and to 
fmtlior Improve the purity of 
the air hi our capital, 

A LIFT TO THE 
CLOUDS 

Vuiy sunn, a one-kllomolre- 
hlgli lower. Ilia tallest In the 
world, 1s to go up in the Soviet 
Union. 

It will be used for weather 
forecasting, From Its predeces- 
sors at heights of up to GOO m 
meteorologists studied the 
hydrometeorological processes In 
tho atmosphere. The new lowci 
will provide Soviet meteorolog- 
ists with nil necessaiy condi- 
tions to continue their study or 
wind pressure And Dm otlici 
meteorological (actors Involved 
In vrealhor forecasting. It will 
also provo useful to engineers 
sperlnhzing tn the design of tall 
buildings, A laboratory will be 
set up within itio tower to en- 
able specialists to observe tho 
lower shaft and lhe sy stein oi 
steel tension cables which have 
to stand up to considerable pres- 
sure. 

People nnd cargoes will bo 
lifted from the lop io the bollora 
of the tower in n high-speed lid, 
with several slops on the way. 


HELICOPTERS TO THE RESCUE 


Pilots, delivering building ma- 
terials, equipment and ma- 
chinery, came to the rescue of 
restorers, working on Aniberd,a 
medieval city-fortress. 

Erected on an impregnable 
mountain site, over 2,000 metres 
above sea level apd surrounded 
by a deep canyon, the fortress 
la well known for the many 
original solutions 11s architects 
reBorted to. Thus, to make the 
church cupola lighter, 11th cen- 
tury craftsmen built Into It hol- 
low clay Jugs, A complicated 


system of pipes, passing under 
the floor and through the bath- 
house walls, made it possible at 
one and the sains Lime to heat 
the water and the bath-house it* 
self. 

This la not the first case of co- 
operation between restorers and 
pilots. With each passing year 
helicopters are used on an ever 
wider scale for archaeological 
surveys. They help locate prom- 
ising sites for digs and play a 
large role In the protection of 
historic and cultural' monuments 
In which Armenia abounds;

In recent years we 
have been making use ol this 
method to help women suffer- 
ing from severe heart (allure lo 
give birth. 

Soviet specialists have begun 
to use hyperbaric oxygenation 
In gerontology. Barosurgery has 
already enabled 70 successful 
operations lo be carried out on 
patients of over 70 years of 
age, Including one who was Q6. 
Tbe latter 1s said lo have stood 
up to Ihe operation as if he 
had been a young strong man. 

Over lhe past five years, our 
Hyperbaric Oxygenation Centre 
under Ihe All-Union Research 
Centre (or Surgery at the USSR 
Academy ol Medical Sciences 
has carried out over 60,000 
treatment sessions on 5,000 
patients, and has performed 
263 operations In barochambers. 
There are over 175 departments 
of oxygenation at scientific and 
research establishments and 
clinics In 75 Soviet cllltt. By 
tho end of this year, new bare, 
centres WlU open in Eastern 
Siberia.
